Open Hosti{¡ties on Post Office Alley. - - - The 
Candidates- '- Rumored 
Move­ 
ments. 


MRS. CAMP’S STATEMENT. 


Now that] the preliminary skirmish­ 
ing has been completed and the forces 
are somewhat deploy ed for battle it ap­ 
pears that the post office war will be at 
most broug ht down to a triang ular fig ht. 
We understand that Georg e Deland is not 
a candidate; or, if he had any sort of a 
notion at any time of entering the con 
test he has now withdrawn his claim. 
The sig ners to Judg e Charters petition 
were found to be so numerous and so 
made up of leading Democrats as well as 
comprising the names of the rank and 
file of the party that the dark horses have 
all retired. E. B. Baker, however, is still 
ou the war path. He is not only one of the 
g enuine rock-rooted veterans of the Dem­ 
ocratic party but also ay eteranof the late 
war for the Union. Captain Baker held a 
commission from the g reat W ar Gover­ 
nor Yates during the late national un­ 
pleasantness, and be is too g ood a soldier 
and too much of a military veteran to 
surrender at the first fire j6r capitulate to 
any number of “y our petitioners” of 
y oung er g rowth. Thoug h the poet may 
claim that 
“ Snpeittaous lags the v eteran on the stage11 
it may be found before this war is ended 
that Captain Baker is not one of the sort 
referred to by Sam’l J ohnson in his “ Van- 
' ity of Human Wishes." 
The captain's 
flag is still there. 
William Steel is not 
now and we learn that he has not had 
recently any soil of an idea of being a 
candidate. Howev er we do not speak by 
card in these matters. The Doctor did 
hav e encouragement, when the ^present 
Democratic administration commenced 
its reign, that he might be appointed post­ 
master when a change should be made, 
but owing to the fact that he was a clerk 
in the office when the war broke out he 
could not consistantly enter the contest.

“To His Excellency , the President of 
the United States; The undersig ned, pa­ 
trons of the Post Office at Dixon, 111., re­ 
g ardless of party conviction*, respect­ 
fully represent to Your Excellency that 
during the incumboncy of Mrs. Camp said 
office has been manag ed to our entire sat­ 
isfaction. She has taken no part what­ 
ever in politics nor manifested any politi­ 
cal preference in any way , but has work­ 
ed hard and conducted the office on strict­ 
ly business principles. 
We make this 
statement in simple justice to a faithful 
and efficient officer.” 
There can be no objection to the word­ 
ing of the above petition and the only 
basis by Republicans fora refusal to sig n, 
that we have heard expressed, is a repug 
nance felt in asking favors of the common 
enemy . 
MBS. CAMP EXPLAINS. 
Since writing the above in an interview 
with Mrs Camp we are authorizede to 
state that she desire« us to say that the 
rdfcort that she does not wish to retain the 
post office and that she dismissed Mr. 
Steel for political seasons are both untrue. 
She say s she has made all of her plans 
hoping and expecting that she would be 
allowed to hold the office until the expira­ 
tion of her term. 
She feels that these un­ 
fair and unjust reports are being busily 
circulated to injure her and she cannot 
consent to let them g o unnoticed. 
She 
therefore has no objections to making 
public her reasons, already known to 
many , for discharg ing Mr. Steel if he or 
bis friends who are misrepresenting her 
shall request it. 
She has no fears as to 
the verdict of the community when the 
facts aro divulg ed.

The boy lmd called to see him 
witli his mother on last Decoration Day, 
when the President was stopping at the 
Gilsey House, and had seen him but for 
a minute or two. 


T h e statistics of the world's produc­ 
tion of sugar shows that there is a 
steady and largo annual increase. 
The 
amount of cane sugar produced in the 
season of 18 8 5-6 was 2,9 05,000 tons, an 
increase of 733,000 tons over that of 
18 8 4-5, and 1.078 ,58 3 tons over that of 
18 75-0. 
Cuba led the list with 600,000 
tons this season, which was a falling off 
of 27,000 tons from the year before, 
and 61,058 tons less than in 18 75-6. 
There was also a decrease in the 
product of Java, the 
next greatest 
source of supply, of 60,000 tons from 
the yield of 18 8 4-5. 
But in the pro­ 
duction of almost all other cane-grow- 
ing countries there has been, as shown 
by the totals, a marked a<hrance. 
(¡The 
yield of beet-root sugar (2,014,000 tons 
this season) has fallen off 501,000 tons 
from the last annual report, but com­ 
parison with the statistics of 18 75-6 
shows a growth of 702,68 9 tons in ten 
years. 
These reports do not recognize 
glucose and grape sugar, or sorghum 
sugar or maple sugar, and are evidently 
made up from the basis of commercial 
statistics concerning the sugar that has 
entered the market. Beyond this there 
are vast quantities of cane sugar pro­ 
duced for domestic use in all tropical 
countries and consumed by tlio pro­ 
ducers and their immediate neighbors, 
which <lo not enter into the computa­ 
tion. 
The most notable increase in any 
country is in the beet-root sugar yield 
of Russia, which lias grown from 222,- 
09 9 tons in the season of 18 75-6 and 
38 6,000 tons in 18 8 4-5 up to 525,000 
tons in 18 8 5-6. 


A t the Washington (D. 
C . ) night 
s ‘bool, when it opened for the winter, 
it was found necessary to exclude all 
over 40 years of age. 
While the prin­ 
cipal w as going over the list and pick­ 
ing out those over 40 the other teachers 
were going on with their classes.

Fa rmers Fa n Ra ise Their Own Tro ut. 
There are many fariAers who own 
trout streams, and would like to have 
them restocked, and some others very 
feebly attempt to do it by putting in a 
few thousand young fish. 
This would 
restock a small stream if it Avere done 
every year for some years. 
But it is 
folly to suppose that a large stream, 
which has been fished for years, and 
thousands taken from it every year, can 
be restocked quickly by putting in a few 
hundred, or even 
a 
few thousand 
young fry. 
It is lunch « » asior to stock 
a stream than to raiso fish in ponds, be­ 
cause the young iish will take care of 
themselves much better than any one 
can take care of them, and if they are 
protect« « ! from danger until they are 
about forty*five days old—which is 
about the time the fish eulturist takes 
charge of them—until they are ready to 
feed, they are then tolerably able to 
look out for themselves. 
In stocking a 
stream with trout, the young fish should 
be tuken to its headwaters, or put into 
the springs and little rivulets which 
empty into it. 
As they groAv larger 
they will gradually settle « loAvn stream, 
and run up again to the headwaters in 
the fall and winter to spawn. 
When putting fish into a stream tlo 
not put them suddenly into water much 
warmer than that of the vessel in 
A v liich 
they have been transported. 
They 
will not be so likely to be injured by 
putting them in water a f« nv degrees 
colder; but try to avoid all sudden 
changes, and gradually raise or lower 
the temperature of the water in which 
you bring them, until it is even 
A v ith 
that of the stream in which they are to 
be placed. 
Perhaps in no branch of 
fish culture are the results more imme­ 
diate or more apparent than in restock­ 
ing streams. Very many island streams 
that were once inhabited by trout are 
now* Avholly depleted, not only of that 
fish, but of all others. They are beauti­ 
ful, sparkling little streams, but so far 
as a food-producing « dement goes, they* 
are valueless, and in a large majority of 
cases they make a wonderful return for 
the restocking. 
No brook that has once contained 
trout need be without them if the 
w'aters remain pure and cold. 
I bo- 
lie\re there are no waters more satisfac­ 
tory to stock than brook trout streams, 
because they aro always before you.

D r . L a p t c h i n k s k i has been making

A vho have been 
frozen. 
He found that of twenty ani­ 
mals treated by the method o f gradual 
resuscitation in a cold room, fourteen 
perished; of twenty placed at once in a 
Avarm room, eight died; while twenty 
put immediately into a hot bath re­ 
covered quickly and without accident. 


T h e great glacier of Alaska is said to 
be moving at the rate of a quarter of a 
mile per annum toward the sea. 
The 
frout presents a wall of ice some

feet in thickness; its breadth varies from 
three to ten miles, and it is about 
15 0 
miles long. 
Almost every quarter of an 
hour hundreds of tons of ice, in large 
blocks, fall into the sea, which they 
agitate in the most violent manner, the

vessels that

glacier, as if they were small boats. 
The air of the sea, taken at a groat 
distance from land, or even on tho 
shore and in ports Avlien the Avind blows 
from the open, is in an almost perfect 
state of purity. 
Near continents the 
land winds drive before them an atmos­ 
phere always impure, but at 10 0 kilo­ 
meters from the coasts this impurity 
lias disappeared. 
Tho sea rapidly puri­ 
ties the pestilential atmosphere of con­ 
tinents, hence every expanse of Avater 
of a certain breadth becomes an abso­ 
lute obstacle to the propagation of epi­ 
demics. 
Marine 
atmospheres driven 
upon land purify sensibly the air of 
the regions Avliich they traverse. 
Mr. A. S a n s o n, in an article in a re­ 
cent number of the Revu e S cien tifiq u e 
, 
states that, from a comparison of animal 
and steam poAver, in France at least, 
the former is the cheaper motor.- In 
the conversion of chemical to mechan­ 
ical energy 9 0 per cent, is lost in the 
machine, agtiinst 68 in the animal. 
He 
finds that the steam horse power, con­ 
trary to what is generally believed, is 
often materially 
exceeded 
by 
the 
horse. 
The cost of traction on the 
Montparnasse-Bastille line of railway 
lie found to be for each 
ca r, daily, 57 
francs, Avhile the same work done by 
the iiorse cost otily 47 francs; and ho 
believes that, for moderate powers, tho 
conversion of chemical into mechanical 
energy is more economically effected 
through animals than through steam 
engines.

I has ruled at for several 
years past, enabling our manufacturers 
! to make woolen dress goods at a very 
I low figufe, and these goods do not re- 
| quire washing. 
Some may think they 
; absorb just as much dirt without show- 
| ing it, but they do not. 
Cotton Avarp 
{ goods with combed wool filling can now 
be sold almost as cheap as calico used 
to be sold for. 
But let clean wool again 
run up to $1 and over and calico Avould 
again be more in demand. 
It might be 
in its new form and under the more 
fascinating name of sateen, Avliich is but 
the same fabric wit Ii tho same material 
and process of priming, only it is wove 
on three, four, or live harness, which 
enables the manufacturer to make what 
we call a warp or satin face. 
Sateen is, 
in wearing parlance, “quarter satin”— 
both these fabrics take their name from 
the method or meaning of Aveaving. 
Satin is wove on sixteen harness, with 
fifteen threads up every time a filling 
pick is throNvn in; Avhile sateen is wove 
on four harness, usually with three 
warp threads up every time a filling 
pick goes in. 
All observers will have 
noticed that satin will not hold dust, 
and will repel all kinds of dirt, although 
silk in other Aveaves, such asgros-trrains, 
an'ill catch and hold, not only dust, but 
any foreign substance. 
Cotton does 
not have the repelling power of silk, 
because it is not so dense or so lustrous, 
but it is a quick absorber of moisture, 
and has an equal affinity for Girt.

Ho use and Street Winter Co stumes. 
A tu fted woolen material is tastefu lly 
comb ined with a plain, dark-colored silk 
in a hou se costu me, which is one of the 
neatest y et seen. The front has a fu ll 
plastron of cream su rah, folded loosely 
and b ordered on either side with wide 
re v ers of v elv et which 
pass ox 'er the 
shou lders close to the 
collar—a hig h, 
straig ht one. The opening of the b asq u e 
passes from the point of the plastron to 
tho rig ht hip, in a d.ag onal direction, and 
it is fastened with liitlo metal b u ttons. 
Ono pecu liarity of this b asq u e is the 
sleev es. They hav e a pu ff of silk inserted 
near the elb ow, with a b order of v elv et. 
The drapery , which, as well as the b asq u e, 
is of the woolen g oods, is long and straig ht 
on tho lefL side, shorter in lrou t, draped 
v ery g racefu lly on the rig ht side, au d 
b ou ffant b ehind. It hang s ab ov e a lower 
skirt of silk plaited. 
A pecu liar form for the skirt of a street 
costu me is composed of manv small tab s 
of cloth, laid one ov erlapping the other, 
looking like nothing so mu ch as a shing le- 
roof.I hav e describ ed, in prev iou s letters, 
g owns for dining in and g owns for drinking 
afternoon tea. Now let me say a word as 
to a charming b reakfast g own. 
It is of 
flannel, striped iu g ray and lig ht b lu e. It 
is made q u ite simply and plainly , as all 
morning dresses are now made; a b road 
b lu e rib b on encircles the waist, and the 
cu ffs and collar are finished with the same 
—white lace b eing added. A hu g e knot of 
the rib b on is placed also at the throat. 
Down the front is a row of small wooden 
b u ttons. The entire effect is g racefu l and 
pleasing . 
A v ery pretty corsag e for a dinner todet 
has a short jacket of dark-colored v elv et, 
which is pu t on ov er a g u impe of white 
lace, the sleev es b eing entirely of the 
latter, and reaching to the elb ow; silk 
g lov es cov er the rest of the arms. The 
jacket is held in place b y three v elv et 
stiaps ju st b elow the b o*om, and the collar 
is ex tended downw y d in front, in the to m 
of rev eis, b etween which the throat is left 
b are. The lace is allowed to escape b elow 
the jacket for ab ou t six inches. 
For the street a pretty and at the same 
time serv iceab le costu me is iu camel’s hair 
kersey , which is plaided in dark b rown 
and ecru , comb ined with dark mahog any - 
colored plu sh. The plaided material lorms 
the b asq u e, which Iibh a v ery wide plu s-1 
tron, collar, au d cu ffs of the v elv et. 
The 
ov erdraperv is fu ll iu the rear, looped at 
the sides, and ra her short iu front. It 
falls ov er an u nderskirt made v ery plainly , 
and entirely of the v elv et. 
The shou lders of the b asq u e, in prome­ 
nade costu mes, are v ery freq u ently orna­ 
mented with epau lets, or with a knot of 
co?d, with tassels. The epau lets are on 
plain b lack b eads, or they may match the 
color of the dress, b eing of amb er, pearl, 
g arnet, b lu e, g ray , etc. They u su ally add 
a g ood effect to the cos u rne, particu larly if 
passementerie is u sed elsewhere u pon it. 
A winter mantle in b locked plu sh is 
shown, which is one of the prettiest shapes 
f r the season as y et display ed. 
It has 
b ng tab s in front, which are straig ht ri^ht 
to the end, where they su ddenly come to a 
point, from which a drop of passementerie 
falls. The shov es .ire v ery wide, as u su al, 
and the mantle is made q u ite short ov er die 
hips. The trimming consists of a feather 
b o der, while the b ack is almost cov ered 
with jet passe meat rie. 
India cashmere suits hav e a v est o r plas­ 
tro n and a panel o n the skirt, which are 
o rnamented wi h small embro idery do ne in 
cro ss-stitch. Here i* emplo y ment fo r the 
ladies—embro idering the neco ssary panels 
and x est.

head of a family will receive 160 acres; each 
single person over 18 y ears of age, eighty 
acres; each orphan child under 18 y ears of 
age, 8 0 acres; each other person under 18 
y ears of y ears, 40 acres. 
Every Indian w ** 
receive a patent, which shall be of legal < 
feet and declare that the United States w 
hold the lands thus allotted for a period . * ' 
fifty y ears, and such further time as the pres­ 
ident may may direct, in trust for the a l­ 
lottee, or his heirs, according to the laws of 
Minnesota. 
At the expiration of fifty y ears 
the land is to be convey ed to the allottee in 
fee, 
^ B y the term s of the agreem ent with the 
Rod bake band of Chippewa®, concluded A u­ 
gust 23, 188« , about tw o-thinls of their reser­ 
vation, or an area estimated to contain over 
2,000,000 acres, is ceded to the United States, 
to be sold for the benefit of tho Indians. The 
funds derived from these sales are to 
Ik 
placed in the treasury to the credit of the 
Red Lake Indians, and bear interest, which 
is to be expended in their civilization and 
education, and in m aking im provements on 
their reservation. 
The Indians declined to 
take their lands in severalty at present, but 
provision was made for individual allotm ents 
in the future.

New Y ork, Dec. 11.—Co mmissio ner Al­ 
bert Fink was asked Friday by a rep resent­ 
ativ e o f The Wall Street Daily Ledger fo r 
his o p inio n o f the p arts o f the inter-state 
co mmerce bill p ro hibiting 
railro ad p o o ls 
and co mp elling ro ads to make the same 
charges fo r a sho rt haul as fo r a lo ng haul. 
He rep lied: 
“I co nsider what is termed a p o o l a p er­ 
fectly legal agreement, and as much in the 
interest o f the p ublic as in the interest o f the 
railro ads. 
It has been ado p ted all o v er the

wo rld as the legitimate means o f o btaining 
abso lute tariff. 
It is sanctio ned and p rac­ 
ticed by all go v ernments o wning and o p erat­ 
ing ro ads in Euro p e. 
I think I am able to 
sho w that it is in the p ublic interest 
If a 
p o o l is fo rmed to exto rt unreaso nable charges, 
it certainly is illegal ; but when it is fo rmed 
fo r the p urp o se o f m aintaining unifo rm and 
reaso nable tariffs to all ship p ers and to p re­ 
v ent unjust discriminatio n and fluctuating 
rates, which is the o bject o f ev ery p o o l no w 
existing, it is in the p ublic interest aud is, in 
my o p inio n, the simp lest and mo st p ractical 
measure by which the p ro p o sed law o f co n­ 
gress to p rev ent unjust discriminatio n can be 
carried o ut. 
The co ndemnatio n and p ro hibi­ 
tio n o f p o o ls is simp ly based o n the mistaken 
idea that they p ro hibit legitimate co mp eti­ 
tio n and exact unreaso nable charges fro m 
the p ublic fo r transp o rtatio n. 
This is en­ 
tirely an assump tio n no t justified by the 
facts in the case. 
The main p o int to be co n­ 
sidered is whether the established tariffs 
which are to be maintained by means o f the 
p o o l are reaso nable. 
If they are, the p o o l 
which maintains them is a p ro p er and legal 
measure and sho uld be co mmended instead 
o f co ndemned. 
To p ro hibit a p o o l because it 
might be abused is no t go o d law. 
“ If the bill is p assed making the charge 
fo r the sho rt haul the same as the lo ng it 
will rev o lutio nize the who le tariff o f the 
co untry . 
It will sto p co mp etitio n between 
tlio railro ads and the water way s. 
It will 
dep riv e so me ro ads o f traffic and p ro bably 
thro w it up o n o thers. 
The sho rter lines will 
o btain the business. 
The tendency will be 
to increase thro ugh rates and reduce the fa­ 
cilities generally fo r thro ugh traffic. 
The 
effect o n the business fro m New Yo rk to 
Memp his and New Orleans will be an illus­ 
tratio n. 
The rates to tho se p o ints are regu­ 
lated by the water rates, and are v ery lo w. 
The railro ads co uld no t affo rd to reduce rates 
to exterio r jo ints in the so uth to the basis o f 
Memp his rates, and wo uld therefo re hav e to 
go o ut o f the Memp his business. 
All-water 
rates are no t co ntro lled by the bill. 
All­ 
rail and co mbined rail and water rates are. 
All- water wo uld therefo re mo no p o lize much 
o f the business fo r which thé railro ads no w 
co mp ete, and in the absence o f .that co mp eti­ 
tio n they wo uld be able to exact higher rates 
than they do no w. 
There are so me features 
o f the bill that I ap p ro v e. 
I am in fav o r o f 
the p ublicatio n o f railro ad tariffs and their

Co ngress enters o n a dangero us exp eri­ 
ment in interfering with the p resent p ractice

# ave the man's life, fo r every detail had 
been co mpleted. 


O n e o f the famo us wo man’s rights 
wo men o f the West is tlig Rev. Miss 
Annie Shaw, and go o d sto ries are to ld 
o f her pluck and smartness. 
Once 
when she 
was 
riding thro ugh the 
lumber regio n o f Michigan the driver 
began to talk insultingly. 
Miss Shaw* 
eto o d it fo r half an ho ur, and then sud­ 
denly drew’ a Derringer fro m the fo lds 
o f her garments, and said very quietly: 
“Yo u lo w, co ntemptible brute; utter 
ano ther wo rd o f that so rt, and I’ll sho o t 
yo u like a do g.” The threat was suffi­ 
cient. 
The man did no t utter a sylla­ 
ble the rest o f the trip. 
He helped to 
get a large co ngregatio n fo r her at the 
settlement, “because,” he said, “he 
liked her grit.” Once at a public meet­ 
ing a speaker w ho had been disco ursing 
o n the traits o f stro ng-minded wo men, 
amo ng o thers that o f wearing sho rt 
hair, suddenly turned to Miss Shaw and 
asked: “By the way, ho w did yo u ac­ 
quire that habit, Miss Shaw?” “Sir, I 
was bo rn so ,” was the answer.

The ro ad began using steel 
lies 
in 
1884, 
and has 
no w’ so me 
20.000 o f them o n its bed. 
So satis­ 
facto ry has the experiment been that 
40.000 mo re have be^n o rdered fro m 
England fo r use this year, and it is 
pro po sed to put in fro m 40,000 to 50,- 
000 per year hereafter. 
The “life” o f 
ft steel tie is co nsidered as indefinite, 
but it may safely be set at fro m thirty 
to fifty years, the fo rmer being an 
American 
estimate by a co mpetent 


metallurgist. 
The steel tie is no w pro ­ 
duced in England—where the manu­ 
facture has been so extended as to 
make 
the 
pro ductio n 
very 
much 
cheaper than fo rmerly—fo r 5 shillings 
apiece, o r $1 .25 go ld. 
By chartering 
its o wn vessels the Vera Cruz Co m­ 
pany can land its steed ties at a co st 
which permits their extensive use. 
It 
may be set do wn that the o utside co st 
will no t exceed $2 each, Mexican silver, 
The wo o den ties which the steel ties 
nre replacing o n the Vera Cruz lino 
rango in price, acco rding to the quality 
o f wo o d, fro m 90 cents to $1.02, silver. 
The latter price is paid fo r the zapo te 
tie, a very hard and durable wo o d. The 
best w hite-o ak ties last fro m fixe to six 
years, the ro d-o ak abo ut three years. 
In India the steel tie, sent o ut fro m 
England, is displacing even the teak 
tie, o ne o f the best wo o ds, and the 
change is being made o n the sco re o f 
eco no my. 
In using the steel tie the 
expense o f spikes is saved. 


A m o s I*. K e n da l l , a pro minent citi­ 
zen o f Springfield, Mass., died recently 
at the ago o f 72 years. 
Of his singular 
disease the Rejmblican o f that city 
says: “The disease is a remarkable o ne, 
and hereditary, it having caused tho 
death o f his grandfather, father, and 
two o r three bro thers, 
In effect it is 
paralysis, yet it is attended by no thing 
liko a sho ck. 
One muscle dies and 
then ano ther, until all po wer o f mo tio n 
is lo st, and wo rks w ith such terrible 
certainty that, tho ugh the pro cess o f 
itself is painless, yet it is to rturing and 
is attended with a terrible restlessness, 
as if the unaffected members were seek­ 
ing to escape t lie paralyzing to uch. 
Lo ss than a year ago Mr. Kendall first 
no ticed a lameness in a finger o n his 
eft hand, and attended to it faithfully, 
but the diso rder develo ped gradually, 
until abo ut five mo nths ago the left 
hand became helpless and dangled fro m 
the wrist. 
Next the calves o f his legs 
were attacked, and in a co uple o f 
mo nths mo re ho was fo rced to sto p 
walking, and so o n after he was unable 
to mo ve the left leg at all. 
His mo uth 
and thro at were then appro ached, the 
muscles co ntro lling the salivary glands 
weakened, which caused a ceaseless 
flo o d o f saliva to be po ured into his 
mo uth, making o ne o f the mo st unco m­ 
fo rtable features o f the who lo case. 
Since that time the pro gress o f the 
disease lias been rapid, and at the time 
o f his death Mr. Kendall had lo st his 
speech save a few guttural so unds, was 
unable to swallo w o r to mo ve any 
member save o ne arm slightly, and 
turn his head so mewhat. 
The para­ 
lyzed po rtio ns retained the sense o f 
to uch, and his mind was perfectly clear 
to the last.”

But hero they 
were, unanno unced, o n the brick pave­ 
ments, and the first thing was to find 
ro o fs to co ver them. 
Men ran fo r keys 
and o pened the lo ng, empty sho ps and 
unused ro o ms; o ther peo ple go t bro o ms 
and stirred up the dust o f ages; then 
armies o f children began. to appear 
with bundles o f hay and straw, taken 
fro m anybo dy's stable. 
These were 
hastily dispo sed o f in heaps, and co v­ 
ered with blankets—the so ldier’s o wn, 
o r else o ne begged o r bo rro wed fro m 
anywhere. 
On these impro vised beds 
the sufferers were placed, and the next 
questio n was o f the pro per dressing o f 
their wo unds. 
No surgeo ns w ere to be 
seen. 
A few men detailed as nurses, 
had co me, but they were inco mpetent 
o f co urse. 
Our wo men set bravely to 
wo rk and washed aw ay the blo o d, o r 
stanched it as well as they co uld, w here 
the jo lting o f the lo ng, ro ugh ride lmd 
disarranged the hasty binding do ne 
upo n the battle-field.

they kmnv o f wo unds beyo nd a cut 
finger, o r a bo il? Yet they bandanged 
and bathed with a devo tio n that,, „vyept 
far to make up fo r their in experieiiee. 
Then there was the hunt fo r baudagek 
Every ho usekeeper ransacked her sto res 
and bro ught things new and o ld. 
I 
saw o ne girl, in despair fo r a strip o f 
clo th, lo o k abo ut helplessly, and then 
rip o ff the hem o f her white pettico at. 
The do cto rs came up by apd by, o r I 
suppo se they dia, ¿o r^o mo amputating 
was do ne. 
Ro ugh surgery yo u may be 
sure. 
The wo men helped, ho lding the 
instruments and the basins, and trying 
to so o the o r tfrqnjjtUeii. 
They sto o d 
to their w’o rk very rio bly; the Emergency 
bro ught o ut all their strength to meet it ”

JOHN MORGAN* 


H o w the N o ted C o nA slsrtts R aider Met Hi* 
B o o th. 
Mo rgan made his last raid into Ken­ 
tucky in 1804, 
He started in the latter 
part" o f May, and fo r several mo nths 
co mmitted his acts o f lawlessness with­ 
o ut mo lestatio n o f any acco unt. 
But in 
the latter part o f August he co mmitted 
an act that led to his death. 
The Fed­ 
eral? had made an attempt o n so me o f 
his tro o ps statio ned at East Tennessee, 
which led him to believe that so me o ne 
was carrying info rmatio n to the enemy. 
While sto pping at Greenville, the ho me 
o f the late President Jo hnso n, and the 
place where he was killed a few days 
later, he revo ked the paro le o f a 
wo unded Unio n o fficer, w ho was a mem­ 
ber o f Gen. Gillem’s staff. 
The o fficer 
was sto pping at the ho use o f Mrs. 
Williams, who was an ardent sympa­ 
thizer with the Ho uth, 
She had a 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Lucy Williams, 
who w’as a fierce hater o f the So uth and 
a devo ted friend o f the Unio n. 
This 
wo man was in the liabit o f carrying 
news to the Unio n so ldiers at Bull’s 
Gap, so me twenty miles away, where 
Gen. Gillem’s co mmand was statio ned. 
The captured o fficer, 
while 
under 
paro le, had written a letter to Gen. 
Gillem, giving the number, co nditio n 
and pasitio n o f Mo rgan’s fo rces. 
This 
letter no addressed to Mrs. Lucy Will- ’ 
iams and plaeed it in the family Bible. 
Here o ne o f Mo rgan’s o fficers disco vered 
it. 
Jo hn Mo rgan at o nce sent tho 
autho r to Lynehburgh as a priso ner o f 
w ar, in spite o f the indignant pro test o f 
Mrs. Lucy Williams. 
Fro m that ho ur 
she reso lved to co mpass Mo rgan’s death 
o r capture. 
September 3, 1864, Mo rgan put his 
fo rces in mo tio n, liis o bjective po int 
being to capture o r drive o ut the Unio n 
fo rces in Bull’s Gap. His co mmand, 
numbering abo ut 1,500, reached Green­ 
ville abo ut 4 in the afterno o n. 
Here 
Mo rgan reso lved to camp during tho 
night. 
The tro o ps camped o n all sides 
o f the to wn, and pickets were carefully 
statio ned o n all the ro ads to prevent a 
surprise. 
Mo rgan and bis staff estab­ 
lished headquarters in the to w’n at the 
ho use o f the elder Mrs. Williams. They 
retired to rest early. 
During the night 
the yo unger Mrs. Williams left the 
ho use and passed o ut thro ugh the Co n­ 
federate lines. 
Hhe disco vered ail im­ 
po rtant ro ad, that by so me o versight 
had no t been picketed. She ro de swiftly 
to Bull’s Gap and no tified Gen. Gillern 
o f Mo rgan’s whereabo uts. 
He detailed 
an advance guard o f abo ut 100 Tennes­ 
seeans to go to Greenville at o nce 
under Mrs. Williams’ guidance, and 
surprise Mo rgan, while he fo llo wed 
with the main bo dy to assail the rebels 
in fo rce. 
The Tennesseeans reached 
the o utpo sts early in the mo rning, and 
succeeded in passing them o n the neg­ 
lected ro ad, and dashed into the to wn 
witho ut being disco vered. 
They knew 
where their game was under co ver, and 
they pro ceeded at o nce to Mrs. Will­ 
iams’ residence. 
Fro m this po int, Capt. F. T. Jo hn­ 
so n thus details Mo rgan’s death: 
“I was with Gen. Jo hn W. Mo rgan 
when he w;as killed at Greenville, Tenu. 
I was an o rderly o n Iris staff, and a 
mere bo y. 
We camped at Greenville 
and were sto pping at the ho use o f Mrs. 
Williams, o ne o f who se family betrayed 
us to the Federáis. 
Five o r six o f us 
were 
sleeping o n the seco nd flo o r, 
when 
w’o 
were 
awakened 
by 
firing in tho streets. 
Mrs. Williams 
yelled, 
‘The 
Yankees 
are 
co m­ 
ing!’ 
I 
ran 
into 
Gen. 
Mo r­ 
gan’s ro o m. 
He had been lying o n the 
lied with o nly a part o f Iris clo thes o ff 
His pisto ls were always at hand, and ho 
was up, dressed and armed iu an in­ 
stant. 
An o fficer was sent do wn to in­ 
spect, and returned in an instant and 
repo rted that the streets wrero full o f 
Federal cavalry, and there was but 
little chance o f escape, except by the 
back way. 
It was reso lved to mako tho 
effo rt, because the General believed it 
was o nly a dash o f the enemy, and his 
tro o ps wo uld so o n rally to the rescue. 
As we came do wn-stairs the cavalrymen 
began thundering at the fro nt do o r. 
We ran o ut the back do o r into tho 
garden. 
Capt. llo gers and myself kept 
near to Gen. Mo rgan. 
The garden was 
quite 
large and co ntained an arbo r 
and a number o f trees and grapevines. 
We cro wded do wn in the vines and 
so o n disco vered by the dim light o f the 
early dawn that tro o ps 
liad 
been 
picketed aro und the garden and escape 
was impo ssible. 
We go t a little dis­ 
tance apart so as to avo id attracting at­ 
tentio n. 
The tro o ps were yelling and 
firing, and a small detachment o f o ur 
men entered the to wn but were driven 
back; but Mo rgan never said a wo rd. 
“The so ldiers had already entered 
the garden, and we co uld no t speak 
witho ut b( iug heard. 
I saw it was use­ 
less to try to escape, and as they ap­ 
pro ached I sto o d up and surrendered, 
ho ping to call attentio n fro m Gen. 
Mo rgan. 
I was no t fired at. 
I saw’ a 
man appro aching Gen. Mo rgan, with 
his gun ready to fire. 
The General 
sto o d up and was evidently abo ut to 
surrender himself, when tho so ldier 
lired and sho t him thro ugh the heart.”

A th ousand invent ons, 
more or less pregnant with danger, are 
to be understood, and th eir h azards or 
advantages pointed out. 
In manufact­ 
ures every y ear develops new peril in 
th e efforts made to ch eapen th e cost of 
production. 
He sh ould keep h imself 
ported on th e various industries of. th e 
country , study th e financial situation 
and watch closely th o periods of pros­ 
perity and depression, and always bear 
in mind th at th ere are always dangers 
to faco wh ich th e most careful study 
and th e greatest skill cannot fath om, 
and against wh ich , oftentimes, caution 
and prudence are powerless, or at least 
can give but partial protection. 
In art 
lie sh ould be able to judge correctly of 
every detail of th e worksh op, as well 
as to estimate truly th e priceless pro­ 
ductions of skill and genius. 
Th e best 
foremen and master mech anics we h ave 
in our great worksh ops to-day are th ose 
wh o h ave elevated th emselves to th eir 
trustworth y positions by h ard work, 
close application to study , and wh o feel 
th emselves fully prepared to assume

Th ere are many ex­ 
periences wh ich tend to sh ow th at 
eith er an excess (h y pera mia) or a de­ 
ficiency (ana mia) of blood in brain 
“doth murder sleep.” 
Professional 
men—brain-workers—often report as 
to th emselves th at it is better to accom­ 
plish th eir mental work during th o 
earlier h ours of th e day, as evening 
mental exertion makes th em prone to 
loss of sleep. 
Some say th ey find it 
best even to avoid th e excitement of 
social evening receptions. 
Almost any 
one may by observation of th e relation 
of daily h abits to sleep capacity dis­ 
cover wh at is best for h imself. 
Th e 
sedentary business man or brain-work­ 
er may, perh aps, do w ell to take a lit­ 
tle exercise toward evening to fatigue 
th e muscular sy stem and draw off th e 
nerve forces and activity from th e 
brain, wh ile th e active muscle-worker 
may find it easy to lure h imself to re­ 
pose and calm sleep by reading. 
Aro­ 
matic spirits of ammonia may be used 
as a mild stimulant for ana mic sleep­ 
lessness, and a drop or two of tincture 
of belladonna for nervous excitability 
wh ch postpones sleep, but th e use of 
ch loral and morph ia sh ould be very 
exceptional, and never as a nigh tly re­ 
source. Th ese or proprietary anodynes* 
are dangerous expedients, espec ally 
for ch ronic invalids. 
Sleep is indeed, 
like th e beauty wh ich it favors, de­ 
pendent upon a general wh oleness, 
h ealth , and balance of natural func­ 
tions, and all th ose influences wh ich 
favor soundness of mind and body fa­ 
vor th eir normal operations, one of 
wh ich is sleep.—Dr. Fo o te's Hea lth
